The 
Home Economics classes have ~ dis- 
proved that statement. For the 
past five or six weeks the Domes- 
tie Science room has .been ‘the 
home of four rats, two black and 
white ones called. Desdmona and 
Othello and two pure white ones, 
known as Mickey and Minnie. Dur- 
ing the first week of their stay 
the rats gained nearly 45 grams 
on a diet of milk, raw and cook- 
ed vegetables, oatmeal with salt 
and eggs. However, Mrs. Schmidt 
immediately. started he! 
mental work. The black and white 
rats.continued having the same 
diet-which agrees so well with 
them that for an occasional bit 
between meals they eat the paper 
from the floor oftheir cages. The 
white rats are fed only. coffee, 
oatmeal with. salt and buttered 
toast.
